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Fly-tippers face 
beefed-up fines 


FLY-TIPPERS who flout the law and 
blight the borough’s streets are facing 
increased fines. 

Haringey Council has raised the 
current on-the-spot fine of £80 to £400. 

The £400 fixed penalty notice, with no 
discount for paying early, is the latest 
measure to tackle those who dump 
unwanted furnishings, building 
materials and household rubbish on 
the streets. 

It costs Haringey taxpayers £3million 
a year to clear up the unsightly mess 
which affects the quality of life 
of residents. 

“People are sick and tired of 


fly-tipping and its associated cost to 
our taxpayers,” said Peray Ahmet, 
the council’s cabinet member for 
the environment. 

“We’re working around the clock with 
our partners Veolia to make our streets 
cleaner and our new £400 fine sends a 
clear message that we are fighting back 
against fly-tippers,” she added.

THREE YEARS FOR 
TOBACCO RACKET

A TOTTENHAM man who master¬ 
minded a multi-million-pound counter¬ 
feit tobacco production racket with his 
girlfriend has been jailed for three years. 

Hua Tang Chen, 40, of High Road, Totten¬ 
ham, was sentenced at Snaresbrook Crown 
Court on Friday. 

His 32-year-old girlfriend, Cui Wang, was 
sentenced to five years in her absence after 
going on the run. 

The pair were behind two illegal tobacco pro¬ 
cessing plants in Chingford, east London, and 
Manchester and the smuggling and distribution 
of illicit tobacco estimated to have cost the tax¬ 
payer more than £1 million a week in unpaid 
excise duty to the government. 

Tang Chen was caught by Revenue and Cus¬ 
toms investigators unloading boxes of counter¬ 
feit packaging and duty stamps at his 
girlfriend’s home in Barking, east London, in 
April this year. 

A few minutes later, a delivery vehicle 
arrived containing 105,800 non-UK duty paid 
cigarettes concealed in air filters. A search of 
his flat uncovered £20,000 in used £20 notes. 

In a separate raid on the same day, Customs 
officers uncovered machinery used to process 


raw tobacco in a garage Wang rented in Ching¬ 
ford. They also found three tonnes of processed 
hand-rolling tobacco. 

At the same time a Customs raid on a house 
in Failsworth, Manchester, discovered a further 
processing plant, as well as nearly two tonnes of 
raw tobacco. 

Three illegal Chinese workers who were liv¬ 
ing in the house later admitted the fraudulent 
evasion of excise duty and were each sentenced 
to six months in prison in June this year. 

The duty and taxes evaded on all the goods 
seized totalled £1.2m. 

Cui Wang had been arrested at home before 
the raids in London and Manchester were car¬ 
ried out. Tang Chen had pleaded guilty to fraud¬ 
ulent evasion of excise duty at Snaresbrook 
Crown Court in April. 

“Hua Tang Chen and Cui Wang were 
overseeing a huge operation, flooding the 
streets of the UK with illicit tobacco with 
absolutely no regard to the potential harm such 
criminal acts cause to individuals, communities 
and legitimate businesses,” said Chris Gill, 
assistant director of Revenue and Customs’ 
fraud investigation service. 

“We urge anyone with information about peo¬ 
ple dealing in illicit cigarettes or tobacco, or the 
whereabouts of Cui Wang, to contact our 
24-hour hotline on 0800 59 5000,” he added.

Town hall set 
for restoration 


A HONG KONG-based property consortium 
looks set to be Haringey Council’s preferred 
bidder to restore Hornsey Town Hall to its 
former glory. 

A shortlist of six potential partners to 
develop and secure the future of the 1930s’ 
grade 11 listed art deco building, in The 
Broadway, Crouch End, has been whittled 
down to one. 

Far East Consortium International Ltd, 
which is registered in the Cayman Islands, 
together with its subsidiary Dorsett 
Hospitality and CoPlan Estates Ltd, was 
due to be recommended when the council’s 
cabinet met to make a decision last 
night (Tuesday). 

The consortium has property interests as 
well as a hotels across China, Hong Kong, 
Malaysia, Singapore, Australia, New Zealand 
and the United Kingdom and has undergone 
a rigorous selection process to satisfy the 
council. Its scheme proposes restoring and 
retaining large parts of the architecturally 
important town hall, including its theatre, 
for community use. 

The east and west wings of the building 
will be converted into boutique hotels with 
new homes being built at the back. 

The consortium has already been in 
discussions with ANA Arts Project Ltd to 
develop an arts centre on the site. 

The council will sell the town hall to the 
consortium, if appointed, and it will then be 
restored and leased back to the local 
authority on a long lease. Work could begin 
as early as autumn next year. 

“Hornsey Town Hall plays a very special 
role in the heart of Crouch End’s community 
and we are committed to securing its future 
for generations to come,” said Alan 
Strickland, cabinet member for housing, 
regeneration and planning.

Henry answers 
call of the wild 

Vet student's African adventure

VETERINARY student Henry Mosey 
swapped cats and dogs for monkeys, croco¬ 
diles and lions during a three-week place¬ 
ment at a wildlife rescue centre in Africa. 

Henry, 23, of Kerry Close, Palmers Green, 
who is in his fifth year of Veterinary Medi¬ 
cine at the Royal Veterinary College, in Pot¬ 
ters Bar, travelled to Lilongwe Wildlife 
Centre, in Malawi, to offer a helping hand to 
the centre, which cares for sick and injured 
animals as well as monitoring the overall 
health of wild populations. 

He said: “There wasn’t really a typical day 
- each one was different. Every morning we’d 
see if anything came into the clinic which 
needed to be treated, mainly monkeys.” 

During his time in Lilongwe, Henry helped 
treat animals including orphaned vervet mon¬ 
keys and a baby jackal. 

The aim was to treat the animals before 
releasing them back into the wild, Henry, a 
former pupil of The Latymer School, in 
Haselbury Road, Edmonton, explained - 
although this was not always possible. 

For example, Bella, a one-eyed lioness, is a 
permanent fixture at the centre (and some¬ 
thing of a mascot) because her chances of 
surviving outside captivity would be slim. 

Other full-time residents at the centre 


included Bella’s soulmate Simba, Bushdog 
the crocodile, a python (also called Henry), a 
yellow baboon called Alf and Chorley, a 
serval cat. 

Meanwhile, Henry got a chance to admire 
hippopotamuses (at a respectful distance) 
during a safari in neighbouring Zambia. 

The whole experience left him wanting 
more - and Henry, who graduates next 
summer, is already considering a return once 
he qualifies. 

He explained: “It expanded my knowledge 
a great deal. It’s definitely made me consider 
the possibility of working as a wildlife vet in 
Africa. I’d like to go back there 
again as a fully qualified vet.”

Gill's verdict on her decision to adopt

JOY replaced heartache for Gill Spibey 
when she adopted a child after being 
told she was unable to have babies of 
her own. 

And now the 55-year-old is at the 
forefront of a drive by Enfield Council 
in National Adoption Week to recruit 
“mums and dads” willing to give chil¬ 
dren in care a loving home 

Gill, of Silver Street, Enfield Town, 
knows just how rewarding the experi¬ 
ence can be, having brought up 12-year- 
old Jasmine, whom she adopted when 
she was 13 months old. 

Gill was unable to have a child 
naturally with her husband, suffering a 
number of miscarriages. Still desperate 
to start a family, they went down the 
adoption route. 

“We wanted to give a child a home 
and we wanted a child to experience a 
good life,” said Gill. 

“You don’t get any more joy than hav¬ 
ing a child. You watch them learn and 
develop and you live your life through 
them,” she explained. 

The council wants to raise awareness 
about the shortage of adoptive parents 
and are encouraging more people to 
consider adopting. 

“I think some people shy away from 


adoption and may be daunted by it, but I 
think they need to speak to people with 
positive experiences,” she continued. 

She believes prospective applicants 
who feel unsure about adopting would 
gain an insight by talking with adoptive 
parents to learn about their experience. 

Gill, who is now a single parent, said: 
“There have been challenging times, but 
becoming a mum has been the most 
rewarding thing I’ve done.” 

She has to play “good cop, bad cop” to 
put in place boundaries, just like any 
parent, but in doing so she believes her 
relationship with Jasmine has strength¬ 
ened as a result. 

“We have a strong bond and we get on 
particularly well and people see that. We 
have a nice relationship.” 

To apply to become an adoptive parent 
applicants need to be over the age of 21 
and be able to provide a stable and 
safe home. 

Regular information sessions are held 
across north London including in 
Enfield, as well as in Barnet, Camden, 
Haringey, Hackney and Islington, 
where would-be applicants can talk 
to social workers to find out more 
about adoption. 

Councillor Ayfer Orhan, Enfield’s 
cabinet member for education, chil¬ 
dren’s services, protection and libraries, 
said that 80 children were successfully 



placed with families last year. By work¬ 
ing together we can ensure prospective 
adopters benefit from our shared experi¬ 
ence and are better placed to find a lov¬ 
ing home for the vulnerable young 
people in our care,” she said. 

“This is a life-changing decision for 
all concerned. A stable home gives 
children the care, support and consis¬ 
tency that helps them in education and 
through life.”

Council 
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Borough is failing 
to help refugees, 
claims Burrowes 

'Enfield must step up and deliver', says MP

TORY MP David Burrowes has accused Enfield 
Council leaders of sitting on their hands and 
doing nothing to help child refugees. 

But cabinet member Ayfer Orhan rejected his 
claims - and urged him to “check his facts”. 

Mr Burrowes’ comments were made in parlia¬ 
ment on Monday last week as he pressed Home 
Secretary Amber Rudd for assurances that 400 
children with a legal right to live in the UK 
would be safely found a home before the immi¬ 
nent destruction of the Calais Jungle. 

The MP for Enfield Southgate, who is vice- 
chairman of the all-party parliamentary group on 
refugees, told Ms Rudd that unless more was 
done to secure the safety of children at the camp, 
the Prime Minister’s words about “standing up 
for the vulnerable” would be “just that - words”. 

He pressed Ms Rudd to “provide assurance that 
all children eligible for transfer will be in place 
before demolition starts”. 

Mr Burrowes also hit out at the council. 

He said: “Despite signing a motion, welcoming 
refugees, Enfield has not provided any places 
under the vulnerable person’s relocation scheme.” 

This was in “stark contrast”, he said, to other 
London boroughs including Camden, which has 
taken 30 child refugees, and Barnet, which has 
taken six. 

Mr Burrowes added: “Enfield must step up and 
deliver on their commitment to take their fair 
share of vulnerable children who have a legal 
right to be in the UK.” 

Conservative councillor Nick Dines echoed his 
sentiments. “It has been over a year since Labour 
councillors stood up and endlessly criticised the 
government for its stance on refugees and how 
much help was being offered,” he said. 

But the council said Mr Burrowes was mis¬ 
taken and should have checked his facts before 



speaking out in parliament. Ms Orhan, cabinet 
member for education, children’s services and 
protection, said: “I am very disappointed that Mr 
Burrowes didn’t check his facts with us first 
before speaking out in parliament. 

“Enfield has taken a very high number of chil¬ 
dren seeking asylum. We have 70 in our care and 
a further 50 young people aged 18 to 21. So to 
say we are not taking our fair share is nonsense. 

“We would ask him to stop playing politics and 
roll up his sleeves and get on with the job in hand. 

“Once the government has sorted out the 
paperwork for the children at Calais, we are 
ready and waiting out to take many more.” 

The Jungle camp at Calais is set to be demol¬ 
ished by the end of the year and its 9,000 inhab¬ 
itants dispersed. 

Charities working on the ground in Calais 
estimate that as many as 400 vulnerable unac¬ 
companied child asylum seekers have family in 
the UK and are eligible to be resettled in Britain. 


Football pays tribute after 
death of Tommy Lawrence 


FOOTBALLER Tommy Law¬ 
rence, who played and man¬ 
aged Enfield FC, was fondly 
remembered this week by for¬ 
mer fans of the defunct club as 
well as those of the present-day 
Enfield Town FC. 

The 82-year-old, who has 
died from cancer, helped estab¬ 
lish Enfield FC’s dominance as 
one of the country’s top amateur 
clubs in the 1960s. 

He was the Southbury Road 
club’s all-time leading goal- 
scorer, making 204 appear¬ 
ances between 1959 and 1964 
and scoring 196 goals, includ¬ 
ing eight hat-tricks. 

His goalscoring prowess 
helped Enfield win the Athen¬ 
ian League in successive years 
between 1961 and 1963 and reach the 1964 
Amateur Cup final for the first time in the 
club’s first season in the Isthmian League. 

Having already won 12 amateur England 
caps, his playing career was cruelly cut 
short that season when he suffered a fractured 
skull playing in an Olympic Games trial at 
Coventry City. 

He was appointed manager of Enfield FC 
after a short spell as a coach in 1965 and 


during his time at the helm he 
led the club to two FA Amateur 
Cup final wins in 1967 and 
1970 and three consecutive 
Isthmian League titles. 

Two of Tommy’s four children 
attended Enfield Town’s 
Ryman Premier League match 
with Wingate and Finchley on 
Saturday when a minute’s 
silence was held before the 
kick-off. 

His daughter Judith, who was 
there with sister Charlotte, said: 
“Dad had great affection for the 
club. He was a talented player, 
but everything he achieved was 
through hard graft. It’s a cliche, 
but he was a lovely man and 
really would help anyone out.” 
Lifelong Enfield FC and 
Enfield Town fan Alan Medlock paid tribute, 
describing Tommy as arguably the club’s best 
player and “certainly the most influential per¬ 
son” in the club’s history. 

His funeral will take place at Enfield Crema¬ 
torium, Great Cambridge Road, next Wednes¬ 
day (October 26) at 2.30pm and a post-funeral 
gathering will take place in Butler’s Bar at 
Enfield Town’s Queen Elizabeth Stadium, 
Donkey Lane, from 4pm.

I REFER to councillor Toby Simon’s 
letter (“This had all the hallmarks of a 
pre-planned stunt”, Advertiser, Octo¬ 
ber 5) in which he tells us that “we 
[Labour] are always open to a 
well reasoned response before mak¬ 
ing a decision”. 

He was not present at the scrutiny 
meeting on September 8 called by 
me to review councillor Daniel 
Anderson’s decision to implement 
the Cycle Enfield plans for the A105, 
so perhaps Mr Simon can be forgiven 
for thinking that his colleagues act 
in some kind of sanitised bubble 
where the “Queensbury Rules” are 
played out in full to the benefit of 
our residents.

1) There were more than 1,600 
objections to the statutory consulta¬ 
tion which ran between July 6 and 29. 
The officers prepared their draft 
report on all the objections and sent it 
to Mr Anderson within eight working 
days. Anyone who knows the Civic 
Centre procedure for preparation and 
publication of reports will know that 
timescale allowed for scant, almost 
nil consideration of the objections. 
No matter, Mr Anderson seemingly 
considered all 1,600 and signed off 
the scheme in four days. 

2) Freedom of information requests 
reveal that the bulk of the objections 
were received in the last four days of 
the consultation period. However, the 
same FOI request reveals somewhat 
bizarrely that no notes were made of 
any of the meetings between Mr 
Anderson and officers supposedly 
considering the objections. 

When I did the same job, every 
single meeting with officers was 
minuted. 

3) Perhaps most damning of all is 
the recently revealed evidence that 
just a few days into the consultation, 
the order was placed with the con¬ 
tractor for the work to begin. Clearly, 
Labour was very “open to a well rea¬ 
soned response” - they didn’t even 
have the wit to at least make some 
pretence at proper consideration!

Firm is stripped 
of HGV licence

A CASH and carry firm in 
Edmonton has lost its vehicle 
operating licence after a traffic 
commissioner said it was 
“grossly irresponsible” and put 
the safety of other road users 
“at risk”. 

Traffic Commissioner Nick 
Denton said Upper Edmonton- 
based Denar Ltd “did not 
bother to find out” about the 
onerous requirements for 
driving HGVs. 

Revoking the HGV licence, 
Mr Denton said after a public 
inquiry: “The company’s 

approach to operating HGVs 
has been wholly irresponsible.” 

He also banned company 
director Ahmet Sezgin from 
holding an HGV licence for 
three years. 

Mr Denton ruled: “Such a 
period is necessary to mark the 
seriousness of embarking on 
HGV operations without any 
thought at all as to what this 
involved and without at any 
stage in the two-year life of the 
licence attempting to find out. 

“The result was that vehicles 
were driven by drivers with no 
entitlement to drive them, and 


were driven by drivers who 
were often not using tacho¬ 
graph cards and were not tak¬ 
ing proper weekly rest. 

“The safety of other road 
users was put at risk.” 

A Driver and Vehicle Stan¬ 
dards Agency investigation 
launched in May discovered 
that the Eley Road-based com¬ 
pany had never downloaded 
data from the digital tacho¬ 
graph despite holding a 
restricted goods vehicle opera¬ 
tor’s licence since 2014. 

There was no system for 
analysing the data or identify¬ 
ing drivers’ infringements, the 
investigation found. 

The agency discovered a 
catalogue of drivers’ hours 
offences, including failure 
to take a weekly rest and 
driving for more than four-and- 
a-half hours. 

Mr Denton said: “The 
company had almost no knowl¬ 
edge of an HGV operator’s 
legal responsibilities. The com¬ 
pany was simply operating its 
five tonne vehicle in the same 
way as it was operating its 3.5 
tonne vehicles.” 

Mr Sezgin did not attend 
the public inquiry in East¬ 
bourne, East Sussex, as he

had proposed surrendering the 
HGV licence. 

Mr Sezgin told the Advertiser 
he has now sold the van. 

“We were not really familiar 
with the whole system,” 
he said. 

He advised people: “If you 
hold an operator’s licence 
which is above 3.5 tonnes make 
sure you have clear training and 
understand all the regulations 
and systems that are in place 
before taking the van on to 
the road.”

Billy Whizz 

Memoirs recall band's 
brush with the big time

FAMED as the man who introduced Jimi Hendrix 
and David Bowie, Enfield’s very own godfather 
of rock Billy Ritchie has published his life story. 

The ABC of 1-2-3 was published last week, 
causing a flurry of excitement throughout the 
music industry. 

It details the ups and downs of 1-2-3, one of the 
earliest bands to play a form of inventive rock 
music that became a blueprint for what would 
later be called “prog rock”. 

Mr Ritchie, a father-of-three, originally from 
Scotland, moved to London when the band hit 
the big time and set up home in Brigadier Hill, 
Enfield, in the late 1960s. 

He taught himself piano after a neighbour threw 
one out on the street and is generally acknowl¬ 
edged as being the first keyboard player in rock 


music to put his piano on stilts and stand up. “We 
jammed with them all - Jimi Hendrix, Pink 
Floyd, the Bee Gees, Lulu - but we were always 
on the verge of something that never quite hap¬ 
pened,” said Mr Ritchie, 72. 

“We toured all over America, Canada and 
Europe in our heyday, but it’s a funny old indus¬ 
try. One week you’re up and the next you’re down 
and you’re always looking for that high, which is 
why a lot of musicians turn to drink and drugs.” 

The band’s set consisted of standard pop 
and blues songs, but in Mr Ritchie’s hands 
they were reshaped and rewritten to become 
“something new”. 

“There was nothing like it around,” he added. 
“People used to ask who my influences were, 
but it all came from me. I didn’t even have a 
record player. I never used to listen to music, 
other than Bach!” 

He rewrote versions of songs by Bowie -1 Dig 


Everything - and Paul Simon - America, The 
Sounds of Silence - both completely unknown at 
that time and 1-2-3 were signed by Brian 
Epstein, but following his death they were side¬ 
lined in favour of the Bee Gees. 

They were then signed to the Ellis-Wright 
Agency and the most commercially successful 
period of the band’s career began, under the new 
name of Clouds. 

Major tours, three albums and single releases 
followed, but real success proved elusive and the 
band broke up in October 1971. 

Mr Richie recalled: “I wanted out of the band. 
I’d had enough, but I didn’t want to tell the oth¬ 
ers that because I knew there’d have to be a lot of 
discussion and I couldn’t be bothered with it. 

“So at the end of a gig at Stoke-on-Trent I 
jumped on the organ and literally rode it off the 
stage. Then I just left and refused to talk to any 
of them.”

Court case councillor 
is expelled by Labour 

Now Erbil says he is considering resignation

A COUNCILLOR under fire for receiving a sec¬ 
ond criminal conviction in two years has been 
slung out of the Labour Party. 

Nesimi Erbil has been sitting as an independent 
Labour member of Enfield Council since he was 
suspended last year after his first conviction in 
2014 came to light. 

He was told that he would be expelled for five 
years after a Labour hearing on Wednesday last 
week. He is now considering whether to resign as 
a councillor. 

The Lower Edmonton ward councillor told the 
Advertiser that he would be meeting community 
groups and members in his ward to hear their 
views before making a final decision. 

“I want to resign as a councillor” he said. 

Mr Erbil, a black cab driver has sat on the 
council benches as an independent Labour mem¬ 
ber since he was suspended by the Labour group 
following his conviction for fraudulently doctor¬ 
ing his suburban taxi licence four months after he 
was elected in May 2014. 

Last week’s expulsion came after the 47-year- 
old received a six-week suspended prison sen¬ 
tence by Highbury Corner magistrates in 
September after he was convicted of public order 
offence for swearing at an off-duty policeman 
who had pulled him over for allegedly using a 
mobile phone. 

Magistrates also handed down fines and costs 
totalling £1,045 at the hearing on September 22. 

Mr Erbil had previously received a four-week 
sentence suspended for a year at Southwark 
Crown Court for doctoring his suburban taxi 
licence so it allowed him to take passengers 
across London, rather than just the four boroughs 
for which he was licensed for. 

Mr Erbil, of Nightingale Road, Edmonton, 
joined Labour as a teenager and has been a mem¬ 
ber for 30 years. 

“I want to resign, but I want to talk to mem¬ 
bers,” he added. 

Terry Neville, who leads the Conservative 
group on the council, said the expulsion was 
“long overdue”.

people that it’s taken them so long to deal with 
this situation,” he said and renewed calls for Mr 
Erbil to resign as a councillor.

AN Enfield man involved in an organ¬ 
ised drugs network which smuggled 
heroin and cocaine into the UK from 
Europe has been jailed for seven years. 

Ay din Aziz, 45, of The Ridgeway, was 
arrested with Omar Assaf, 35, in April 
after they abandoned the vehicle they 
were travelling in having rammed a 
police car which had tried to stop them. 

Minutes earlier they had collected an 
orange carrier bag containing two kilo¬ 
grams of heroin and two kilograms of 
cocaine from the home of 45-year-old 
Debbie Reid in St Albans, Hertfordshire. 

Earlier that day she had travelled back 
from France via the Channel tunnel at 
Folkestone. Officers from the Met 
Police’s Specialist Crime and Operations 
Command had been keeping her under 
surveillance. 

It had been Reid’s third journey to 
France in the space of a month. On the 
previous journey she had met Assaf on

her way back to St Albans, but on the 
afternoon of April 6 she did not meet 
anyone returned straight to her home 
and was seen to remove the orange car¬ 
rier bag from her car. 

At the same time, Assaf left his home 
in Wembley, north-west London, to col¬ 
lect Aziz and the two drove to Reid’s 
address, where she was seen to hand 
Assaf the orange carrier bag containing 
the drugs. 

All three were arrested and charged 
with conspiracy to import class A drugs. 

Reid pleaded guilty on May 6 at Har¬ 
row Crown Court. Assaf admitted the 
same charge at the same court on August 
31 and Aziz pleaded guilty there on 
October 3. 


At the same court on Thursday, Aziz 
and Assaf were both sentenced to seven 
years with Reid receiving six years and 
eight months. 

“Debbie Reid, as the importer, was 
central to this network, with Omar Assaf 
and Aydin Aziz responsible for the 
onward distribution of the drugs,” said 
Det Con Andrew Walker, of the Special¬ 
ist Crime Command. 

“Reid was seen to blatantly smuggle 
the drugs in a carrier bag making no 
attempt to hide them. 

“This police operation has success¬ 
fully dismantled a network of sophisti¬ 
cated criminals, who, despite making 
use of encrypted mobile devices, did not 
manage to evade capture,” he added.

MPs blast probe into 
pregnancy test drug

A MUM who has spent decades 
campaigning for a full inquiry into 
the effects of a hormonal pregnancy 
testing drug was in parliament last week 
as MPs slammed an investigating 
panel’s lack of progress, calling it a 
complete “whitewash”. 

Dubbed the “forgotten Thalidomide”, 
Primodos was a drug given to women in 
the 1960s and 1970s to establish preg¬ 
nancy - and many believe it caused 
damage and deformity in thousands of 
babies worldwide. 

Miscarriages, cerebral palsy, brain 
damage and children being born 
without limbs were some of the alleged 
side-effects. 

Chris Gooch, 68, of Carnarvon 
Avenue, Enfield, was given the pills 
in 1970. 

Her daughter Emma, now 45, was 
born some months later with birth 
defects affecting fingers on both hands 
and her feet and toes. 

Ms Gooch said: “I have no doubt that 
Primodos is responsible. 

“Emma’s fingers were affected and 
her toes and now she suffers chronic 
backache. She still manages to work, 
but is in constant pain. 

“We want the truth and we are not 
going away.” 

An independent inquiry into the use of 


the oral hormone pregnancy test set up in 
2014 and has been dogged with criticism. 

During last Thursday’s debate, Labour 
MP Yasmin Qureshi told the House of 
Commons: “To have an inquiry which 
then becomes a complete whitewash is a 
waste of everyone’s time and money and 
becomes pointless.” 

Labour MP Maria Eagle, a lawyer, said 
there was a familiar pattern to complaints 
about the suspected effects of Primodos. 

She said: “The pattern includes a lack 
of warnings about effects, being called a 
fussy mother, denial of causality, the 
disappearance of medical records and 
outright hostility.” 

The drug was produced by Schering, a 
German company later taken over by 


Bayer, and was withdrawn in 1978. 

Bayer denies that Primodos was 
responsible for causing any deformities 
in children. 

A panel of independent experts, set up 
by the Medicines and Healthcare Prod¬ 
ucts Regulatory Agency, has since been 
probing claims between links of birth 
defects and hormone pregnancy tests. 

A spokesman for the agency said: 
“We believe the review is being carried 
out in a thorough and impartial manner 
and will take into account all available 
evidence in delivering a report. We will 
update people as soon as the group has 
reached a conclusion.” 

The report is due to be published early 
next year.

AMERICA’S prohibition era contributed far 
more to the cultural and historic landscape 
than bootleg liquor and mobsters with 
machine guns concealed in violin cases.

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film review 


In con-troll of the situation 



Trolls (U) 90 mins. 


C RAMMED to bursting with toe-tap- 
ping pop ditties courtesy of Simon 
& Garfunkel, Lionel Richie, Donna 
Summer and Justin Timberlake, Trolls is 
92 minutes of glitter-dusted, computer- 
animated joy that is virtually impossible 
to resist. 

Based on the fluffy-haired good luck 
trolls designed by Thomas Dam, which 
have inspired numerous fads since the 
early 1960s, Walt Dohrn and Mike 
Mitchell’s musical misadventure unleashes 
a colour-saturated assault on the senses 
from the opening frames. 

By the time Anna Kendrick’s irrepress¬ 
ibly perky heroine launches into her open¬ 
ing song and dance number - a mash-up 
of Move Your Feet, D.A.N.C.E. and It’s A 
Sunshine Day replete with elaborate 
hairography - only the most stony-hearted 
curmudgeon will remain motionless in 
their seat. 

In the brief moments the film does sit 
still, the script gently tugs heartstrings by 
promoting its messages of self-accep¬ 
tance and inner fortitude, including an 
obvious yet poignant use of a Cyndi 
Lauper ballad to hammer home the idea 
that happiness comes from within, not 
from wealth or material possessions. 

Once a year on the Trollstice, a race of 
disgruntled ogres called Bergens unlock 
their inner joy by feasting on shiny trolls. 

King Gristle Sr (John Cleese) and his 
drooling head chef (Christine Baranski) 
lead the festivities, but the Bergens’ reverie 
is cut short when the trolls, led by benev¬ 
olent King Peppy (Jeffrey Tambor), escape 


to a new home. “I never got to eat a troll, 
what’s going to make me happy now?” 
snivels young Prince Gristle Jr (Christo¬ 
pher Mintz-Plasse). 

“Nothing,” replies the king tersely. 

Twenty years after the great escape, 
Princess Poppy (Kendrick) has succeeded 
as ruler of the trolls, who sing, dance, 
enjoy group hugs and feverishly glue felt 
and paper into their scrapbooks. 

Everyone except for eternal pessimist 
Branch (Justin Timberlake), who lives in a 
Bergen-proof subterranean bunker 
crammed with 10 years of rations. 

When the Bergen Chef discovers the 


new troll village and captures several of 
Popp"s friends, including zen master 
Creek (Russell Brand) and Biggie (James 
Corden), the princess pleads with Branch 
for assistance. 

“Why don’t you try scrapbooking them 
to freedom?” he responds meanly. 

Overcoming their initial differences, Poppy 
and Branch embark on a daredevil rescue 
mission to the Bergen castle, where they 
play matchmakers to Prince Gristle Jr and 
scullery maid Bridget (Zooey Deschanel). 

Trolls shimmies and sways like an ani¬ 
mated version of Pitch Perfect, relentlessly 
plundering contemporary songbooks to 


verbalise characters’ emotions. 

Kendrick’s vocal performance fizzes and 
she gels wonderfully with Timberlake as 
the downbeat voice of reason. 

Admittedly, Jonathan Aibel and Glenn 
Berger’s screenplay is simplistic and the 
trolls’ and Bergens’ journeys of self-dis¬ 
covery are largely linear. 

While Trolls might be lacking sophistica¬ 
tion and cute in-jokes, it bursts with whizz¬ 
popping energy. 

It’s the cinematic equivalent of a mouth 
crammed to bursting with popping candy.

O NLY a particularly keen eye 
would be able to tell the 
difference between the new 
Grand C4 Picasso and the second- 
generation model that arrived 
in 2013. 

Its exterior retains the familiar 
shape of the old car, but features a 
number of subtle tweaks that help 
keep it looking fresh and up-to-date. 

As you would expect from a car 
designed purely for carting vast num¬ 
bers of children to and from school 
and sports practice, the new Picasso 
can be specified with a raft of active 
safety systems. 

These include speed limit sign 
recognition and active land departure 
warning, to name but a few. 

Generally speaking, large MPVs 
aren’t the best-looking cars on the 
road. However, Citroen seems to have 
this area nailed - the Grand C4 
Picasso is definitely one of the better¬ 



looking people movers currently 
available on the market. 

A suite of very subtle updates that 
would be difficult to notice on their 
own make an appearance on the new 
car. Changes include a redesigned 
front end, 3D-effect rear lights, rear 
chevrons finished in gloss black with 
chrome surrounds and new 18-inch 
alloy wheels. 

Together, these add up to an end 
product that is a marked improve¬ 
ment over the older car. 

At the end of the day, an MPV is 
never really going to be considered a 
cool car, even one as attractive as the 
Grand C4 Picasso. That said, cars 
like this will always place function 
over form. 

The added bonus with the big 
Citroen is that you don’t have to com¬ 
promise too much in the form depart¬ 
ment if you’ve got a load of children 
to ferry around. 

This is the Grand C4 Picasso’s 
piece de resistance. A seven-seat lay¬ 


out means you’ll be popular with 
other parents on the school run and 
should help prevent any squabbles 
from breaking out on longer journeys 
with the family. 

The middle row of seats can fold 
down flat to increase boot space and 
can also slide back and forth to allow 
for more legroom in the third row. 
The two third row seats fold down 
into the boot floor, allowing for 645 
litres of storage space in the boot 
when the second row of seats is in the 
forward-most position. 

Another handy feature that has 
been introduced is a hands-free tail¬ 
gate. Simply wave your foot under¬ 
neath the rear bumper and the boot 
will pop open, meaning you can load 
the car up easily even when your 
hands are full. 

To drive, the Picasso is very man¬ 
ageable. At low speeds, the steering 
is quick enough to allow you to 
manoeuvre into tighter parking 
spaces and features like a rear park¬ 



ing camera mean you shouldn’t bump 
into any obstructions. 

Any lumps and bumps on the sur¬ 
face of the road are dealt with by the 
Citroen’s supple suspension set-up, 
although this does lead to a dash of 
body roll through the comers. 

In terms of bang for your buck, the 
Grand C4 Picasso in Flair trim makes 
a good case for itself. It comes with a 
wealth of handy features as standard, 
including the new 3D Citroen nav 
system. This incorporates mapping 
data from TomTom that can be dis¬ 
played through either the seven-inch 
touchscreen in the middle of the 
dash, or the 12-inch display on the 
upper dash. 

Other features include front and 
rear parking sensors, cruise control, 
dual-zone air conditioning, DAB 
radio and Bluetooth and USB con¬ 
nectivity. Mirror Link and Car Play - 
which are included as standard - help 
to make connecting your smartphone 
that much easier.

Ten-man Borough seal battling draw 


TEN-MAN Haringey Borough twice came from 
behind to secure a 2-2 draw at home to Witham 
Town in Ryman League Division One North on 
Saturday 

After a relatively even opening to the match, 
Borough were desperately unlucky not to take the 
lead when Nana Asamoah’s shot hit the inside of 
the post - but they then found themselves at a 
numerical disadvantage as Adrian Markus saw 
red on 35 minutes for what was deemed to be a 
dangerous tackle.

Still Borough continued to fight and they got 
their reward three minutes from time when Rakim 
Richards smashed the ball in from close range 
after Ralston Gabriel’s initial header had crashed 
against the frame of the goal. 

The hosts could even have snatched victory in 
stoppage time as Asamoah found himself through 
on goal, but he was thwarted by a fine save from 
the Witham keeper and the points were shared. 

However, there was disappointment for 
Borough on Monday night as they lost 2-0 at 
home to AFC Hornchurch. 

Abi Seymour put the visitors ahead on 29 min¬ 
utes before Leon McKenzie sealed their victory 
by adding a second in stoppage time. 

Haringey Borough make the trip to Cheshunt 
on Saturday (3pm). 


Spurs waiting for Alderweireld scans 


TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR manager Mauricio 
Pochettino is optimistic that Toby Alderweireld 
will be able to make a rapid return to action. 

The key central defender was carried off with 
a leg injury during Spurs’ Premier League draw 
at West Bromwich Albion on Saturday and there 
were fears that he would be sidelined for some 
time. 

However, although the club are still waiting for 
results of scans to come through, Pochettino is 
hopeful that the Belgian international will not be 
out for long - while he gave his backing to Eric 
Dier, who was expected to fill in for Alderweireld 


in the heart of their defence during last night’s 
Champions League clash at Bayer Leverkusen. 

“We don’t have the results of the scan, but we 
believe it’s not a big issue,” he said. “He took a 
very heavy knock on his leg and now we need to 
wait for the results. 

“The scan was on Monday afternoon and we’ll 
see after that. 

“The important thing is we trust Eric - we trust 
his personality and his skill. It’s not important 
the position he will play, we believe and trust in 
him. For me Eric is a player who can develop his 
game in different positions.”

DELE ALLI admits that Tottenham Hotspur need 
to be more clinical in front of goal after they 
squandered the opportunity to go top of the 
Premier League on Saturday. 

With leaders Manchester City being held by 
Everton, victory for Spurs at West Bromwich 
Albion would have seen them reach the summit for 
the first time this season. 

But, despite dominating for much of the game, 
Tottenham were unable to turn their pressure into 
goals and ultimately needed a late strike from Alii 
to rescue a point as the match finished 1-1. 

“When you are dominating a team that much 
you can lose focus at certain moments,” the mid¬ 
fielder said. “They had a couple of chances and 
put one of them away. 

“It was a good performance, but we have to make 
sure we win those games. You have to have faith in 
yourself, keep believing and sticking to the game- 
plan and hope when the chance does come that one 
of you will put it away. 

“It’s a hard place to come to. West Brom really 
do work together, but we felt we should have won. 
Thankfully I got the goal, but more importantly we 
got a result and we’re still unbeaten. 

“It shows the belief we have in the team, we 


didn’t give up, we didn’t stop until the final whistle 
and even when we finally scored we tried to get a 
second goal straight after. We kept fighting and 
kept working for each other.” 

Alii added: “It’s not easy to play against any team 
that sits back, soaks up pressure and looks to 
counter-attack, and West Brom are a good team. 

“I felt we dominated from the start and had a lot 
of chances, and it’s another case of needing to be 
more clinical. You have to give a lot of credit to Ben 
Foster [West Brom keeper] as well. He played really 
well, but on another day it could have been four.” 

And manager Mauricio Pochettino admitted to 
having mixed emotions about the contest - with 
his satisfaction at the performance contrasting 
with his frustration at the outcome. 

“We feel a little disappointed,” he said. “I think 
we were much better, but in football you need to 
score. 

“In the first half we managed the game and cre¬ 
ated chances but if you don’t open the scoring, a 
team like West Brom is dangerous from set-pieces 
and that’s how we conceded the goal. 

“The character we showed after that was fantastic 
so I’m happy with the performance but disap¬ 
pointed with the result. 

“It’s always important to show character and 
belief. It’s important to congratulate the players 
because the effort was fantastic.”
